B. i;. UOAiil) OF TRADE. 

Annnnl Stoetinjr— Itosnmt) of tlio Year's 
Work- Better Trade Relations Needed 
—General Btislnt'ss. 

The tenth autiuivl iiieettng of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Board of Trade was held 
in their rooms yesterday afternoon, 
there being n large attendance of mem- 
bers. . 

President Robert Ward occupied the 
chair. In openbig the uibeting he said 
this completed the tenth year of the 
Board's existence. They hud commenc- 
ed with u nicinheisliin of 34, unit this 
had increased until now it was 100. 
This was to a certain extent a satisfac- 
tory growth, but he thought, the mem- 
bership should be fully double that 
number. Greater interest Bhoiilil lie 
taken by thu business men in the gen- 
eral work of the board, and its objects 
aided at least by the knowledge that 
the council Inul the hearty sympathy of 
Victoria. The question of icoiinoca] 
trade, which was briefly referred to in 
the report, the council did hot wish to 
be understood as ail advocacy of what is 
known as commercial union. The po- 
sition of British Columbia was an iso- 
lated one, and their market., was to till) 
south.- If their export trade was to in- 
crease, they must have greater reci- 
procial relations with the United 
Stales. There were a number of the 
raw products of ihis country which tho 
neighboring Republic w. oiled, mill 
measures should be taken towards se- 
curing their entry under favorable con- 
ditions intD the American market. Ho 
would make no further comment, but 
read

MAIL AMI TKLKOUAI'II COMMUNICATION. 

1'our committee record with satisfaction 
tho olllcacy of thu representations made 
by t he Board to t he Dominion Government 
relath e to sundry irregularities in connec- 
tion willi the mail service between this 
provin e and the United States. Tho de- 
lays complained of have been romovod.and 
the trade of I he province bus been thereby 
greatly bencliled. 

Tho non-calling at Victoria of the China- 
Japan mail steamors still continues to ad- 
versely affect I Ik: commercial interests of 
I he port , and t be Board has been uuromit- 
ling in its efforts to have this grievance 
remedied. In conjunction with the Pro- 
vincial Government, tho Board has again 
memorialized the Imperial authorities not 
to grant n subsidy to any line of steamers 
unless it. be made a condition of the eon- 
tract that such steamers call at Victoria, 
both on the outward and inward passages. 
Itefercneo is requested to the appendices 
tor more detailed information as to the 
prooceodings of the Board in relation to 
this matter. 

The connection by a telegraph line of 
Victoria wiih Honillu l'oinl at tlicoiHrnnco 
lo the SI raits of Fucu, whore the Dominion 
government is about to establish a signal 
station, will prove of great value to ship- 
ping, and lend to remove a sourue Of clan- 
gor which has hitherto existed, mid which 
has of recent years boon productive of 
many casualties. 

The Board, despite repeated enquiries, 
has still boon unable to olieit from inc Do- 
minion govornmonl any Information as to 
l lieir reasons for refusing lo permit a pri- 
vate company to construct and operate a 
line of tolegrapb connecting Victoria with 
I'uget Sound, tho want of which continue:, 
i o be a sourco of annoyance, ami occasion- 
ally of loss to our mercantile community. 

I'lLOTAOK AND TOWAOK. 
The Board has bail occasion In bring nu- 
ll or i be notico of the proper authorities t he 
excessive and unnecessary expenses im- 
posed upon shipping visiting tho port of 
Victoria by reason of the arbitrary action 
of pilots in compelling masters, of vessels to 
lighter a portion of their cargoes 
prior to eutoring Hie harbor. In 
i he case of tho British barque Kalsoiv, the 
Hoard forcibly urged upon the I'llotnge 
Commissioners the necessity of closely in- 
vestigating the mattor, with tho result thai 
the vessel's owners have been refunded I be 
amount disbursed by them for lighterage, 

VIOTOItIA It.UtUOH. 

The Board has continued to press the 
claims of the port upon the Federal Gov- 
ernment, bul the sum voted for the needed 
Improvements to the harbor has proved 
uticrly inadequate to the cost of the re- 
quired work. The outer harbor is. how- 
ever, quitooqual to all demands likely to 
he made upon It. botlias regards dept h of 
Writ or and wharfage facilities, which are 
Bufliciont In all respects for iho u coniino- 
datlon of vessels of the largest. I O linage, 
Any furl her facilities which might he re- 
quired can readily be provided. 

A plan 0( tho harbor bus been prepared 
for the Hoard, a copy of which has been 
forwarded lo the High Commissioner for 
Canada In London. 

Iu view of the apparent impossibility of 
obtaining from the Dominion Government 
the required pecuniary assistance to admit, 
of tho carrying out of sultlclenl Improve- 
ments in tho harbor, tho Ho ird Inquired of 
the proper authorities in Ottawa whether 
and to whal extent the Govornmonl would 
guarantee the interest, on dobetil uroa were 
a Harbor Trust to be formed for the pur- 
pose of acquiring the foreshore rights and 

of taking over, Improving and maintaining 

the. harbor of Victoria. 

To this Inquiry, which has recently boon 
lopeaic.l, the Government has, however, 
noi deigned to vouchsafe any reply, boyond 
a ban, acknowledgment ot the communica- 
tions. 

Your Committee cannot but call atten- 
tion to the apparent apathy and scant 
courtesy with which this and oilier equally 
important inquiries have helm received by 
the beads of departments nt. Ottawa, 
Copies of correspondence rotating lo this 
matter will bo found in the appendices, 
t RA8KR RIVKR, 

The new railway bridge now In course of 
consl met Ion across the Eraser Hirer by t he 

Canadian I'aciiie Railway Company al st. 

.Mary's Mission would, had I he original de- 
sign been adhered lo, have seriously Inter- 
fered with tho navigation of this Import- 
ant waterway, and tho Board, In conjunc- 
tion with that of New Wostinlnster, 
brought till) matter under the notice of thu 

Government, with tho result that thu 



width of the '.'draw" has been increased so 
as I o admit of the passage without ohst rue- 
lion of such vessels as ordinarily navigate 
the river. 

The improvements to, fclio channel at tho 
mouth of the river have produced very 
satisfactory resells, ami sea-geing vessels 
of considerable dntft can now safely as- 
cend as far as Now Westminster, to the 
great boiiolitxif that port and of the largo 
and important district adjacent thereto. 

RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 

Again the Parliamentary session at Otta- 
wa has terminated with bill a very meagre 
appropriation having been made for the 
purpose of assisting in the promotion of 
railroad construction lutliisprnvlnoH. This 
is very much to he deplored, as the devel- 
opment of many rich sections of country is 
thus retarded. " The projected ShuswapiS: 
Okunagall railway, c . pecially, would, if 
built, open up a most produotivo country', 
Which al present, being Isolated from any 
market, is comparatively valueless for 
sett lenient. It is In he hoped that, with the 
assistance of I bo subsidies secured from 
the Dominion and Provincial governments 
the promoters may shortly llnd themselves 
able to commence construction. 

The construction of tho Canadian West- 
ern Central railroad into the Cariboo coun- 
try would also, fur, similar reasons, be a 
highly doslrahle work. Without it the de- 
velopment of the licit quartz ledges known 
to uxisL there iiui-l bo indollnilely post- 
poned, 

in tho valley of llio lower river the lines 
ni proseutiu coin-so of construction, viz; 
the New Westminster Soul hern and the 
extension of the C. I' It. south ward to con- 
ned with the Seattle^ Lake Shore road, are 
already atlectlng in a very favorable man- 
ner tho condition ofl.be towns andsettlo- 
muntsln that section of the Province. 

The extension of the Esqillmall KNanai- 
mo railroad northward, referred to in the 
Hoard's last annual report, although not 
yet commenced, cannot much longer bo 
delayed, as the growing Importance of the 
suction of country through which tho line 
Is dostlnod to pass renders such extension 
ub olutely noeosBary, The opening of now 
coal mines in tho Comox district is a fur- 
ther argument in favor of the early com- 
mencement of the work in question. 

It is gratifying to i coord that dining the 
last session of the Provluoiul Legislature 
an act was passod incorporating tho Cana- 
dian Western Central H. It. Company to 
whom permission has been granted to con- 
struct u line froiu tlio eastern boundary of 
British Columbia toruu through the Peace 
River and Cariboo districts and terminat- 
ing Oil the Pacific seaboard at or near Sey- 
mour Narrows, there to connect, either by 
terry or otherwise with the Esquimau & 
Nunnimu road, which will lie extended to 
thai point as soon as occasion domandsit.

commenced nt nn early date.

FISHERIES. 

Salmon Fislicrics— As a result of a series 
of representations made by this Board and 
by the B. C. '.'miners' Association, the Do- 
minion government bus by all order in 
Council amended thu regulations relating 
to Salmon Fisheries on ibis coast by plac- 
ing n limit upon the nuiubor of boats to be 
employed by tbo canneries on the Eraser 
1 1 i lor, viz., 3.VJ. in addition to which 100 
"outside" or fishermen's licenses are to be 
granted. Tho hours for fishing and closing 
during the fishing season are defined, ns 
also Hie sizes of sahaoa net niches to be 
used. 

The northern rivers are not included in 
the amended regulations so far as regards 
the limitation as lo number of boats to be 
employed. 

It remains to bo nceu what may bo tho 
result of these now regulations, and to 
what, extent this Important branch of our 
bTshory Interests may bonellt thereby. The 
Hoard lias been constant in its advocacy of 
a system which would extend equal pro- 
tection uud encouragement to the different 
interests involved without at the same 
lime suffering tho rivers to bo overfished, 
ami one of oil r eliiof sources of wealth there- 
by imperilled. 

II is to be hoped that the Hon. the Min- 
ister of Fisheries may, acting upon tbo 
suggestions which have been made to him, 
see lit, cit her personally or by deputy, to 
visit our rivers duriiu tho fishing season, 
and thus to obtain a practical knowledge 
of the operation of tlio new regulations, 

Veep-Sett /'Va/i eric*. — Tho continued post- 
ponement by the Dominion government of 
tho promised survey which il was under- 
stood would be made for the purpose of 
locating the position and ascertaining the 
extent of t he various cod banks ivliich uro 
known to exist nit the coast of Vancouver 
anil Ouecn Charlottu Islands, has bad u de- 
pressing influence upon this new branch of 
the tlshory industry. Private individuals 
have, however, initlertakon to a certain ex- 
i on t the work which the government had 
agreed to push forward, and the rosult has 
amply demonstrated thu fact that the cod 
banks in question are very extensive and 
tbo supply of ilsh practically unlimited. 
In addition to the black rod (skill, halibut 
was taken in large quantities, 

In tho absence, however, of a near mar- 
ket, the outlook for the rapid development 
of this industry is not encouraging, and it 
is earnestly to be hoped that the Dominion 
government, limy, in view of the great pros- 
pect Ivo value of our Son Fisheries, endea- 
vour to enier into such arrangement with 
thu government of Hie United States as 
will admit of iho free interchange of. all 
tlshery products with that country, where 
I he demand for such products is far In ex- 
cess of what can be supplied Trutn its own 
resources. 

It Is worthy of note that a cargo of fresh 
halibut, taken by nn American Bchoonoron 
the hunks referred to, was shipped east, 
and is reported lo have boon profitably dis- 
posed of in the Chicago market. Under 
existing circumstances it ia impossible to 
llinl a markol for any such cargo taken by 
a UrIUah vessel, 

/•'ur Snil Fisheries.- It. is much to ho re- 
gret ted I hat the diltlcultlos In connect ion 
w|th tho lielirlng'a sea seizures still re- 
main Unadjusted, and this industry can. 
ponding the settlement of tlio question at 
issue, only be followed under conditions of 
uncertainty and risk highly prejudicial to 
success.

The Quebec District Magistrate Art Again

Ottawa, July 5. — The government 
has decided to reduce the rale of inter- 
est on the government uud post olllce 
savings banks to l\K per cent, on the 
first of October, under authority of the 
statute of last year. The reason of this 
step is cheapness of money, Canada only 
paying IlJj per cent, in England and 
Canadian banks' 3 per cent. The total 
number of depositors with the govern- 
ment is 160,000, and the amount depos- 
ited to the end of Juno was 141,201),- 
000. By reducing the interest, to 'M. 
percent, the government will save over 
two hundred thousand dollars. 

The Quebec District Magistrate's Act 
lias again been disallowed. The meas- 
ure was a gross assumption of tho 
powers of the Federal Parliament, and 
proposed to establish courts with powers 
almost equal to the superior court. 

At the finance department it is learned 
that the surplus for the fiscal year just 
closed will be one million and a half, 
somewhat less than the sum estimated 
in the budget speech. 

The question is greatly debated rela- 
tive to the legality of Minister Foster's 
marriage with Mrs. Chisliolm. 

Surveyors of shipping, when required 
to travel for the purpose of measuring 
vessels for registration purposes, are en- 
titled to charge ten cents tor every mile 
travelled.

Fanned by a brisk 
west wind it rapidly destroyed the 
whole business portion of ISlleilsbtirg, 
with the exception of the First Na- 
tional bank anil the Lynch block.

THE G HON IN CASE. 

The interest felt by the people of the 
United States ill the murder of Dr. 
Gronin appears to be unabated. Every 
report, true or false, connected with 
that dreadful outrage is published, and 
every scrap of evidence is eagerly l ead 
and commented upon. All the news- 
papers contain articles on the subject. 
Tjiere appears in the press, at any rate, 
u sincere desire to gut at the truth and 
to bring the men who arc really guilty 
to just ice. We believe that the Ameri- 
can press in this mailer is a true ex- 
ponent of American opinion. The people 
of the United States feel that it is a i c- 
proach to their civilization that a society 
having power over the lives of its mem- 
bers should be allowed to exist in the 
Republic. 

The theory of Croniu's murder is that 
lie was a member of the association 
called Clan-na-Gnel. lie had accused 
members of the society of appropriating 
to their own use funds that had been 
plabed in their hands. Finding him 
troublesome, lie was accused by person.', 
said to be implicated in the alleged 
frauds of being a "British, spy." He 
was denounced as such at meetings of 
the society. He was tried without 
being brought face to face with 
his accusers, and at one of the meetings 
of C'iiinp No. -ti of the society found 
guilty and condemned to death. It 
was decreed that he should be "re- 
moved," and lots were cast as to who 
should effect the removal. All this was 
done behind the accused man's back. 
When preparations were completed Dr. 
Croniu was scut for to attend a man 
who needed bis services as a physician. 
Suspecting nothing, he went with the 
messenger. He was driven to a cottage 
which the assassins had hired some days 
before, and when by t lie bedside of the 
man whom he believed to be sick he was 
foully murdered, His body was placed 
in a trunk, and by men said to be in the 
employ of the Chui-na-Gael, hidden in u 
sewer, where it was discovered souk 
time after I lie victim had been missed 

How much of this theory is true is 
not precisely known. One witness on 
whom great dependence hud been placed 
told several stories. His accounts of 
the murder have been so contradictory 
that very little that he now says is be- 
lieved, lint the grand jury have been 
investigating, and they have found true 
bills against seven men. Their 
names are Martin Burke, John 
P. lieggs, Daniel Cough liii, Pat- 
rick O'SulliVttu, Frank J, Woodruff, 
Patrick Cooney and .Mm Run/. The 
grand jury find that there are also div- 
ers other persons a more particular des- 
cription of whom is Id the jury un- 
known who are implicated in the mur- 
der. Oil what evidence the men under 
arrest luive been indicted is not known, 
and there appears still some uncertainty 
us to the part taken in the "removal" ol 
Dr. Croniu by the Clun-nn-Gael. It is 
however taken for granted that Dr. 
Croniu was murdered at the instigation 
and by the direction of that society. 
Oil that assumption must of the articles 
on the murder that we have seen have 
been written. A vivid account of the 
secret trial is given in the New York 
Herald of the 26th tilt. It is said to bo 
a communication by one of the inner 
circle of Camp No. 'JO, to Judge Long- 
necker. What credence is to be placed 
upon it is difficult to say. The amount 
of lying that has already been uttered 
and published about this Croiiill murder 
is something stupendous, and it has the 
effect of causing the reader who wishes 
t>i be impartial and to get at the bot- 
tom facts to be exceedingly cautious how 
he accepts the statements of witnesses. 
The New York Herald believes that if 
Dr. Croniu was the victim of a 
conspiracy the truth will be certain 
sooner or later to leak out. It says: 

" four of the conspirators are in the 
the meshes of the law. Soon if not now 
tliey must be haunted by ghostly visions 

of the penalty that awaits them, Some- 
one will not hesitate to betray his fol- 
lows In make his own escape. The 
story is sine lo conic, If tlio Clan-na- 
Gael has engaged in this damnable bus- 
iness we shall know it." 

Harper's Weekly, which voices the 
opinion of perhaps tho best class of 

American citizens, says:— 

" The abject subservience of parties 
and of public men to such conspirators 
is one of the shames of the time. There 
is no excuse or plausible pretext for 
such associations. There should he no 

welcome in this country for immigrants 
who come to abuse the American name 
and hospilalit) by making the country 
a base for foreign politics or crimes. 
Among honorable and patriotic Ameri- 
cans there hi no such welcome, and even 



scraping to find out what they can pro- 
vide us with." When the jury returned 
with the verdict of libel, damages one 
dollar, the Oh'ef Justice ;s said to have 
become very red Ml the fueo, and re- 
marked, "Well, gentlemen, it is a satis- 
factory thing to know that overy one of 
you can have the same thing printed 
and published of you for one dollar; it is 
a satisfactory thing, you hear that." In 
dismissing the jury, the Chief Justice 
said : "I do not think, gentlemen of the 
jury, that any of you need be afraid, 
after tbu verdict you have given, that 
you will bo calumniated by the press of 
this province."

THE UONPO UAILWA Y. 

The railway is a great civilizor. When 
a country is opened up by railways the 
people who inhabit it are no longer 
isolated. They must, whether they like- 
it or not, associate with men of other 
lands, whose habits, whose language and 
whose opinions differ from their own. 
This intercourse of itself has a civilizing 
influence. Then the railway brings 
trade, It creates a demand for the pro- 
ducts of the count ry, and it takes to it 
the products of other countries. Indus- 
try is stimulated and new tastes are 
formed and cultivated. A people who 
are within hearing of tho railway whistle 
cannot long remain barbarous. They 
must improve or give place to a more 
enterprising race. 

Tho philanthropists who take an in- 
terest in Africa see this, and they have 
set on foot the Congo Railway enter- 
prise. This road is to penetrate Africa 
from the west, and will bring the na- 
tive tribes of a vast region in continu- 
ous contact with western civilization. 
The resources of the country are great, 
and its inhabitants are believed to be 
improvable. The road is to run from a 
.seaport called Matabia to Stanley 
Pool. The capital required is some 
live millions of dollars. It is be- 
lieved by the projectors that the 
railway will pay from the start. 
The Belgian Government is to be a 
large shareholder; it puts in two mil- 
lions of dollars anil Belgian capitalists 
are to put in two millions more. It it- 
said that American capitalists are to in- 
vest in this African road. The names 
mentioned are Vanderbilt, Huntington 
and Brice. This fact affords a strung 
presumption that the prospects of the 
enterprise are good, for these American 
capitalists arc nut in the habit of ad- 
vancing projects for merely sentimental 
reasons. 

There is a prospect of there being in 
I'ne not very distant future a transcon- 
tinental railway in Africa. Railways 
arc already projected from the east 
coast to s considerable distance in- 
land. All that will be required to bo 
done will be to extend one of these 
roads until it meets the western road, 
and alter that very little will be heard 
o] the romance or the danger of African 
travel. 

No surer way than the construction 
of railroads can be devised for the com 
plete suppression of the African trade 
ol man-hunting and man-selling. The 
railroad would be the best protection 
to the defenceless villagers. Help would 
be brought to their doors and by means 
of the railway the schemes of the Arab 
marauders could be easily defeated. It 
is, therefore, devoutly to be hoped thai 
the Congo railroad will be a success in 
every respect, 

OUR DEFENCES. 

The Toronto Mail endeavors to allay 
the fears of ran neighbors across tin- 
line by the following remarks on the 
harbor defences of British Columbia: 

"A Russian war vessel lias just paid a 
Hying visit to Vancouver. The ci re u in- 
stance suggests once more the remon- 
strances entered by some of the poli- 
ticians across the lino against the erec- 
tion of defensive works on our Pucific 
coast. Russia, not always on the most 
friendly terms with England, has a place 
of arms within lour days' journey of 
Victoria. She has also a pretty strong 
licet on her Pacific coast. Should trou- 
ble arise she could make it decidedly 
uncomfortable for us, though, of course, 
we should receive some protection from 
(ireat firiluiu. Om present defensive 
arrangements arc exceedingly modest. 
We have three sixty-four pounders at 
Victoria, one at Fillluysoli's Point, three 
at Brothers Island, Ksquimalt, and 
three seven-inch muzzle-loaders at Mac- 
aulay Point, lisquinialt. There arc in 
addition one bronze threc-pounder ai 
Victoria and a couple of howitzers al 

New Westminster. These weapons are 

not a mem to the United States. 

Nor would any additions that are made 
to them be such. All our military ar- 
rangements are purely defensive. 
Neither lorn nor weapons can leave the 
country." 

Our California contemporaries will no 

doubt feel very easy after they read the 
above paragraph. They will perhaps 
he opt to think that they have made 
themselves just a little ridiculous by 
pretending to be alarmed at the very 
lliodcst attempts made by the Imperial 
and Dominion Governments to put i he 
seaports on the Pucific in a proper state 
of defence.

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THE MEGATHERIUM. 

Coinuiviraato Skill with Which TWi K«- 
tluct Leviathan Was Constructed. 
This lovtnthiin of tho vast plains of 
Bouth America, which wore ouco oc- 
cupied by immense, numbors of the 
nice, now entirely extinct, partakes of 
the generic chitrncter of tho existing 
diminutive sloths. It rivaled in size 
the largest rhinocoros, was armed 
with claws of enormous length and 
power, its whole frame possessing an 
extreme degree of solidity. With a 
head and neck like those of tho sloth, 
its legs and feet exhibit tho character 
of tho armadillo and the ant-eator. 
Homo specimens of tho animal give, 
tho measurement of fivo feet across 
tlio haunches, and tho thigh bono was 
nearly throe timos as „hlck as that of 
tho elephant. Tho spinal marrow 
must have been a loot in diamotor, 
and the tail, at tho part nearest the 
body, twice as largo, or six feet in 
circumference. Tho girth of the body 
was fourteen feet and a half, and the 
length eighteen feet. Tho teeth wero 
admirably adapted for cutting veg- 
etable substances, and the general 
structure and strength of the frame 
for tearing up tho ground in search of 
roots, wrenching oil' tho branchos of 
trees, and uprooting their trunks, on 
which it principally fed. 

"Heavily constructed! and ponder- 
ously accoutred," says Dr. Buckland, 
in his eloquent description of tho 
megatherium, "it could neither run, 
nor leap, nor climb, nor burrow under 
the ground; and all its movements 
must have been necessarily slow. But 
what need of rapid locomotion to an 
animal whoso occupation of digging 
roots for food was almost stationary P 
And what need of speed for (light 
from foes to a crenturo whose giant 
carcass was encased in an impene- 
trable cuirass, and who, by a single 
put of his paw, or lash of his tail, 
could in an instant have demolished 
tho cougar or the crocodile? Socuro 
within tho panoply of his strong 
armor, where was tho enemy that 
would dare encounter this leviathan 
of the Pampas, or in what more pow- 
erful creature can we find tho cause that 
has effected tho extirpation of his race? 
Ills entire frame was an apparatus of 
colossal mechanism, adapted exactly 
to tho work it had to do. Strong and 
ponderous in proportion as this croat- 
um was heavy and unwieldy, it was, 
nevertheless, suited to its pristine con- 
dition, and in many other respects was 
it calculated to be the vehicle of life 
and enjoyment to a gigantic raco of 
quadrupeds, which, though they have 
(teased to bo countod among the liying 
inhabitants of our planet, have in 
thoir fossil bone3 left behind them im- 
perishable monuments of tho consum- 
mate skill with which they wero con- 
structed."— N. Y. Ledger.

WORK FOR PRISONERS. 

Views of an Intelligent Man Who Spoaku 
from Practical Experience. 

"You believe in prison labor, then?" 

"Most thoroughly, and I think my 
opinion on this question is entitlod to 
some consideration. Professors, phil- 
osophers, doctors and editors will sit 
down and thoorizo upon this propo- 
sition, but it is only theory after all, 
learned as it may be. I have theorized 
myself. But now I throw aside theory 
on this question and speak of tho prac- 
tical and my own experien'-o. I have 
managed to keop my health and 
strength, but it was by discipline. 
That discipline would have been of no 
avail so far as my own efforts were 
concerned had 1 not had to work 
twelve hours out of every twenty- 
four. I nover knew how ploasnnt 
hard work was, and how much satisfac- 
tion and onjoyment could be found in 
it. If I had not hud work I should have 
been by this time a wreck and a can- 
didate for tho Kankakoo asylum. No 
greater mistake could, bo mado in tho 
management of these institutions than 
was made in the adoption of tho con- 
stitutional amendment two years ago 
prohibiting tho employment of pris- 
oners upon contract work. If they are 
not allowed to do that, what can they 
doP If they have not something to do 
half of them will bocome raving 
lunatics in a little while. Why, you 
will find monhero on Sundays begging 
for work— for something to do to keep 
them from too close association with 
themselves and their own thoughts. 
1 should bo like them had I not culti- 
vated the habit and become an invot- 
erato roador. But the men who come 
here and who have no tasto for read- 
ing are not ablo evon by their work to 
keop from becoming prey to thoir own 
broodings, and for that reason thoy 
leave hero worse than they coma 
Take away thoir work and you take 
away tho one thing that now keeps 
thoso men out of tho Insane asylum.

tlKNEllAL TKAOK AND OUTLOOK, 
In submitting for the consideration and 
approval of members, this brief resume of 
the proceedings of the Hoard during the 
past li months, your commit ttcc can refer 
with pleasure to the healthy condition of 
the trade of this province within that 
period. 

The i rade of Vaneouverlsland, especially, 
exhibits a marked and gratifying increase, 
and tho port of Victoria fully maintains Its 
long established suprotnacy as tho commer- 
cial centre of the province. 

This Improvement is largely due to the 
fact that the country and its resources are 
becoming better known, consequent upon 
the greater facilities for travel and trans- 
port now afforded. 

Your committee would, however, direct 
attention to certain circumstances which 
tend to retard the development of our re- 
sources, and in some casos practically pro- 
hibit the Investment of capital foi t hat pur- 
pose. They may be briollv enumerated as 
follows, viz: 

First— Tho lack of sufficient unskilled 
labor at a moderate cost. 

.Second— A u unduly severe customs tariff 
under which our food supply, as wallas 
other necessaries of life, are so heavily 
i axed OS to prohibit the adoption of a scale 
Of wages approximating thai current else- 
where in t he I lominion. 

Third— Tho absence of n neighboring 
market for our products. 

.Although hardly coming within the 
scope of tho duties imposed upon your 
committee to offer any suggestions as to 
the means of best mooting tho difficulties 
which liavo tints arisen, they would still 
venture to t-cconimond thai, the Hoard con- 
tinue to strongly i epresent, in the proper 
uuartor, the disadvantages to which this 
province is by reason of Its isolated po^it ion 
subjected as compared with the other com- 
ponent parts of the Dominion, and to press 
ns claim to receive that, consideration 
which its vast natural wealth and varied 
resources entitles it to demand.
